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Oswald Letter

THE OSWALD LETTER 
was one of several written in 
Moscow and auctioned here 
| last night. In the letter, the 
accused assasin of' President 
John F. Kennedy wrote to his 
brother: 

. "In the event of war, I 
would kill any American who 
put a uniform on in defense 
of the American government. 

. . I want to, and I shall, live 
a normal happy and peaceful 
life here in the Soviet Union 
‘for the. rest of my life... ° 
I feel I am at last with my 
own people.” 

The auction was conducted 
‘| by Charles Hamilton Galler- 
‘| ies. The Washington letter, 
sold to a Philadelphia dealer, 
was found recently in a bushel 
of old paper purchased for $15 
by Patrick Williams, a Colum- 
bus, Ga., antique dealer. 

IT WAS WRITTEN Sept. 2, 
1783, to the wife of a New 
Jersey signer of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, Mrs. 
Annis Boudinot Stockton, who 
had sent the first president a 
poem praising his service to 
the nation. 

Washington wrote: “. . 
When once the Woman has 
tempted us, & we have tasted 
the forbidden fruit, there is 
no such thing as checking our 
appetites, whatever the con- 
sequences may be.”
